fVery Wednesday, during third pe- 
iod, ten students help out every week 
by going from room to room collecting 
the recycled paper. These students are 
enrolled in a recycling class, which origi- 
nated about seven years ago. 

This class was started by Mrs. Gail 
Thompson and Mrs. Kym Vandygriff, so 
that students would have the opportu- 
nity to have work experience. They also 
have the chance to learn how to follow 
instructions, be polite, and other basic 
annars and work skills that can be 
seful in receiving a community job. 
fach floor has a small recycling crew 
with 2 to 3 students, making a total of 3 
crews.

^^^^tandardized testing is unfortu- 
nately an important part of a student’s 
high school years. Every year a different 
test is administered to each class. 

‘W^hile Freshman do not have to worry 
too much about it, they have the oppor- 
tunity to spend the half-day of Wednes- 
day before Thanksgiving connecting ran- 
dom lines. Freshman take the CAPS 
COPS COPES test, which is a career test. 
It is supposed to distinguish between 
one’s abilities and interests to help ex- 
plore different careers. 

During one’s sophomore year, stu- 
dents are to take the PLAN test, which is 
another form of the ACT. The PLAN 
tests is set up similar to the ACT and 
predicts how well one will score on the 
actual ACT.
